Army Enlistments Increase 
Army enlistments during the last 
few months have taken a sudden and 
surprising increase, according to War 
Department figures just given out. De­ 
spite the fact that the summer months 
are always dull 
recruiting 
periods, 
2075 men enlisted in the regular serv­ 
ice of the army during July. One rea­ 
son which might be assigned to large 
increase in recruiting is the new en­ 
listment law which goes into effect 
November I. 
This law provides that 
every man enlisting after that date 
must complete four years of actual 
service and then must hold himself in 
readiness as a reserve for three more 
years.
